The turbulent scenes of the Bayne-Bynum 
war of Saturday evening had led every one to 
believe that another pitched battle between 
the parties would be fought, when Mr. Wilson, 
of West Virginia, got the floor. The galleries 
were crowde:’, and alinost every member was 
present when Mr. Wilson arose. The West 
Virginian earried a keen and polished, but 
parliamentary foil, bui, fortunately, he was not 
obliged to use it on the man from Peiunsylva- 
nia. Mr. Wilson explained the controversy in 
a dignified manner. He rehearsed the inter- 
view he and Mr. Byntun had had with Camp- 
bell.

MR. TURNER SPEAKS. 

Mr: Turner, of Georgia, came to the front 
With a good, practical tariff speech in which he 
scored the republicans for their efforts to op- 
press the farmer in the formation of the tariff 
bill. He first opposed the sub-treasury scheme, 
hoping that his constituents would never put 
their farm productsin the hands of the repub- 
lican party, which has. carried on all 
the fiscal operations of ‘the country, 
and has caused the present contraction 
iIncurrency. The farmers are asking relief, 
he said, but instead they should be asking the 
government to take its hands off their pockets. 
He wanted to know, while they were provid- 
ing for a bounty on sugar, why they did not 
provide for a similar cne on cotton and corn 
and wheat. He hoped the time would never 
come when the farzmers would be the bonds- 
men of the administration. He then brought 
m the main feature of his speech, which was 
that while the use of fertilizers. had nearly 
doubled the cotton crop the republican: party 
had determined to tax the farmer for enrich- 
mz =sihiis soil. In Georgia over 
20,000 tons were consumed annually. Under 
this bill it was proposed to tax sulphuric acid 
one quarter of a cent a pound, The acid is in- 
dispensable to fertilizers, and the tax would 
amount to S25 a ton on fertilizers. You tax 
Cotton bagging, he said, you taxiron ties, and 
how you propose to tax everything that goes 
to make up abate of cotton. The tax on sul- 
Phuric acid alone would cost the farmers 
of Georgia $500,000 a year, one-half 
aS much as the entire state tax. On the citi- 
7enk of his county alone he said the tax would 
be $3,000. This bill, he said, would put mil- 
lions of dollars tax on the farmers which had 
not been borne by thein heretofore, for sulphu- 
ric acid is now taxed. It was wickedness. Mr. 
Thurner strewed a few hayseed in his remarks, 
but it was one of the most practical arguments 
yet made, and it showed up the policy of the 
republicans to put every possible burden upon 
the people of the south, because they are demo- 
traits. He indeed scored some master blows 
upon the republican leaders who had formu- 
lated the bill, 

CARLISLE IN THE HOUSE. 

Senator-elect Carlisle reappeared in his seat 
on the floor of the house today. He, however, 
hotified his Gemocratic friends that he would 
HOt speak in the house on the tariff question, 
but would withhold his prepared speech for 
delivery in the senate. Mr. Carlisle will not 
resign his seat in the house until after Wednes- 
day. Tic wants to cast a vote against the Mc- 
Kinley tariff bill in both the house and senate. 
Consequently on Thursday next, the day after 
the tariff bill is disposed of in the house, he 
will probably tender his resignation and cross 
Over to the other side of the building, where 
he will be sworn and assigned a seat ip the 
Senate chamiber.. It is understood Mr. Carlisle 
Will be selected by the democratic senators to 
lead them in the tariff fight.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—It was expected that the 
Case of Kemmiecr, the murderer under sentence of 
death in Auburn prison, New York, by means of 
Clectricity, would come upin the United States 
Supreme court today, and there was a large at.

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DAWES AND THE PETITION. 

The Senator's Neighbors Protest Against 
the MeKinley Bill. m2; 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—In_ presenting a re- 
monstrance against the MeKinley bill, Mr. 
Dawes said that it came from constituents and 
ne ghbors of his, who were jobbers and re- 
tailers of domestic and foreign dry goods. The 
petition, he said, was a printed yaper, having 
a common crigin with many others which he 
had reeeived. What that origin was, he did 
not know, but it appeared to him that his con- 
stituents were made the voice of the same 
central influence that spoke through them. 
Their business was just as respectab’e as that 
of the producer and consumer, but the pro- 
ducers and consumers were much the larger 
class in this country. 

Mr. Hale, from the committee on appro- 
priations, reported back the annual nayal ap- 
propriation bill The senate committee has 
alded $489,650 net to the bill as it passed the 
honse, making a total of $22,650,186. 

The silver bi]] was taken up at 12:40, and 
Mr. Dalph addressed the senate.

International bimetallism was the only 
thing that would justify free silver coinage.

There was no middle 
ground for the United States to stand upon in 
the remonetization of silver. 

Mr. Teller in reply to Mr. Dolph repeated, 
in substance, portions of his recent free coin- 
age speech. 

Mr. Mitchell, of Oregon, wished it distinctly 
understood that he differed in. toto from the 
seutiments ef his colleague, and called atten- 
tion to the fact that both the freprtbiican and 
democratic state conventions in Oregon had 
recently pronounced unequivocally for free 
silver coinage. 

Daniel gave notice that he would address 
the senate on the silver bill Thursday next. 

On motion of Mr. Wilson, of Lowa, it was 
ordered that the senate bill subjecting im- 
poried liqnors to the provisions of the laws of 
the several states shal] be taken up tomorrow, 
after routine morning business.

Favor of the Holders of 
Coupons. 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—The supreme court 
rendered an opinion in fayor of the coupon 
hoiders on all points in the several suits of 
Cooper, Bryan, McGahey et al., Brown and 
Cuthbert against the state of Virginia, arising 
out of the laws passed by Virginia to prevent 
coupon holders from compelling the state to 
accept coupons in the payment of taxes. The 
decision of the supreme court of appeals of 
Virginia is reversed in each case. The supreme 
court also rendered an opinion holding to be 
unconstitutional the law of Minnesota re- 
quiring that all the fresh meats sold in the 
state shall be cut from animals slaughtered 
within the state and inspected twenty-four 
hours before slaughter. Thecase is entitled: 
“The State of Minnesota Against Henry D. 
Barber,’’ and is of great interest to the dressed 
beefinen, who win the case.

Concerning the successful candidates, the 
following brief statement is furnished bya 
prominent member of theconference: It will 
be remembered that Dr. Haygood was elected 
to this office in 1582, but declined, because he 
could not then lay down the educational work

he had in hand, being at the time president of 
Emory college, Oxford, Ga. He has been a 
conspicuous advocate of the education and the 
evangelization of colored people of the south, 
being author of a book called ‘Our Brother in 
slack,’’ and since 1883 agent of the John F. 
Slater fund forthe education of the freedmen 
of the south. He received today the largest 
majority ever given in the election of a Meth- 
odist bishop. He is the second man _ in 
the history of American Methodism who 
has been elected to the bishopric twice, 
Joshua Soule being first. 

Dr. Haygood is not a member. of the gen- 
eral conference,andfhis elevation to the episco- 
pacy, under all the circumstances by one of 
the most representative religious bodies in 
the United States, is very significant. 

Dr. Fitzgerald has for twelve years past 
been editor of the Nashville Christiam® Advo- 
cate, the organ of his church... He has seen 
service in the west, having been for years a 
leader among the Methodists of California. 
He is a native of North Carolina, of Irish ex- 
traction, and is a genial gentleman and popu- 
lar writer.

DENOUNCING THE LOTTERY. 


Resolutions in the Presbyterian Assembly— 
Birmingham Next Place of Meeting. 

ASHEVILLE, N. €., May 19.—The third day 
of the general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church opened at 9 o’clock this morning with 
prayer by Rev. R. A. Lapsley, Moderator 
Park, presiding. Dr. Wilson read several 
overtures, among them a petition from the 
anti-lottery league of Louisiana. Referred. 
The object of the league is resistance to the 
granting of a new charter to the lottery com- 
pany and to suppress the sale of tickets in the 
states. 

An expression of greeting was read from the 
reformed church of America. It. was signed 
by William W. Knox and was referred to the 
committee on correspondence. 

Dr. William A. Alexander introduced the 
following concerning the Louisiana State lot- 
tery: 

Whereas, we recognize it to be the solemn duty 
of every ecclesiastical body, not only to bear wit- 
ness of the fundamental trnth when assailed, but 
to testify against flagrant and cofrupting evils 
injuriously affecting the church; therefore, i 

tesolved, That this general assembly most em- 
phatically condemns the Louisiana State Lottery 
company, and warns members of our churches 
throughout the land against a!l complicity with it 
in any Shape or form, and especially in the pur- 
chase of its tickets for themselves or others, be- 
lieving it to contain all the. worst features of

THE NORTHERN PRESBYTERIANS. 


Work Among the Negroes—Their Schvols and 
Churches. 

Saratoaoa, N. Y., May 19.—In 
Presbyterian general assembly 
fraternal greeting was read from 
the general assombly of the southern 
Presbyterian church, in session at Asheville, N. 

>» The board of missions for the freedinen 
made its twenty-fifth anntal report through 
Rev. E. D. Morris, D. D., of Cincinnati, who 
said that twenty-five years ago we had no 
church, school, educated colored preacher, 
or teacher, while today finds us with 
245 churches, seventy-five schools, 117 
preachers and 133 colored teachér$, and not 
less than 5,000 freedman are now giving us 
good influences. The churches are included 
in two synods, the Atlantic with six, and Ca- 
tawba with four presbyteries. Receipts of the 
board during the year were $176,325, against 
last year of $41,874. 

The freemen themselves have given to- 
wards the support of their own churches’ and 
schools and for scholarships in Scotia and 
Mary Allen seminaries, $40,209. The $17,745 
they gave for these scholarships are not in- 
cluded in the total receipts of the board. Nine 
new churches have been organized. In the 
Carolinas the emigration of negroes to the 
west has depleted many of our churches. In 
Georgia the colored population is increasing 
rapidiy, and is now about 900,000, and in no 
state except, perhaps, Texas, are negroes get- 
ting property so fast. 

In all our seminaries and academies indus- 
trial training is given a prominent place. At 
Brainored institute, nearly every new building 
neéded, including a large, three-story dormi- 
tory, for three or four years, has been put up 
by the students. We have built this year at 
Carthage, N. C., Abbeville and Aiken, S. C., 
Rogersville, Tenn., Augusta, Cotton Plant 
and Pine Bluff, Ark., and Mary Allen semi- 
nary, Texas, and in Indian territory. During 
the year we have had 316 missionaries, 252 
of them colored, twenty-six more than last 
year.

And whereas, The mayor and general council 
aforesaid desire to issue $250, of the 4 per 
cent bonds of said city,to run not exceeding 
thirty years, and to be paid off, principal and in- 
terest, by the time of their maturity, to be roid for 
the purpose of raising the sum of $250,000, to be 
expended in enlarging the water supply of said 
city, and the assent of the people being necessary 
to the, validity of such issue of bonds, the said 
mayorand general council calledan election to 
determine whether the issue of bonds as aforesaid 
be made, and aftera full notice to the voters of 
said city, published as required by law, the election 
was held, in conformity with the constitution and 
laws of the state of Georgia, and the charter and

Section 2. Of the bonds aforesaid, fifty shall 
mature and be paid off, principal and interest, at 
the expiration of ten years from the date of their 
issue, 

Fifty more shajl mature and be paid off, prin- 
cipal and interest, at the expiration of fifteen 
years from the date of their issue. 

Fifty more shall mature and be paid off, prin- 
cipatand interest, at the expiration of twenty 
years from the date of their issue. 

Fifty more shall mature and be paid off, prin- 
cipal and interest, at the expiration of twenty-five 
years from the date of their issue. 

And the remainiug fifty shall mature and he

Dickson is better known in Atlanta as 
the man who shot at Policeman Mehan on the 
roof of the National hotel. 

But this was not the end. 

Soon after the Clinton burglary, a safe was 
blown in Verbena, Ala., and $650 stolen. 
This was generally conceded to be the work 
of Simmons. 

According to Detective Shackelford’s knowl- 
edge of the case, Simmons went west six weeks 
ago, but didn’t remain there long before he re- 
turned to Alabama, and hired himself as 
porter in a hotel at Bluffton. 

He had not been in the hotel but a very few 
days before he worked his game on a rich 
traveling man, and skipped with $500 of the 
tourist’s money. ae 

He was arrested in East Rome, and his 
crime was published in THE CONSTITUTION at 
the time under another name. While in jail 
at Rome he burst the lock of his cell-door and 
was about to escape, but was stopped by the 
watchful sheriff. 

Mr. Shackleford fancied that this man was 
none other than Simmons, the safe-blower,and 
went to Rome, where he verified his belief and 
brought him captive to Atlanta. 

He will take him to Clinton, Ala., today, 
where a $200 reward awaits his delivery.

Men’s Protective Society Ends in a 
Shooting and Cutting Match. 


There was a bloody time early yesterday 


near Westview cemetery. 
Between fifteen and twenty negroes were 


shot and stabbed, with as many more cut and 


bruised with clubs and rocks. 
The trouble began between 12 and 1 o’clock, 


and continued at intervals until late in the af- 


ternoon. 


It was all the result of a too bountiful sup- 


ply of mean whisky. 


The fighting occurred outside of the city 


limits in Durden’s grove. 
On this account the police were not ordered 


on the seene in time to quell the disturbance 
or prevent bloodshed, but are now actively at 


work on the trail of the guilty negroes. 


Several of the wounded negroes are likely 


to die. 
; A NEGRO PICNIC. 
was the groundwork for the fracas. 

It was the annual celebration of the Colored 
Mens’ Protective society. Over a thousand 
negroes were on the grounds. 

Last year the society held a frolic on the 
same grounds, and a dozen or so fights was the 


result then. 

Early in the day liquor began to flow freely, 
and by lunch-time, several small-sized fights 
had already began to stir things up. : 

Then as the afternoon turned, the fighting 
began to form the principal feature of the day. 

For a mile around the central stand, erected 
for the speaking, the fighting was going on. 

Severai who were there say that at times 
there were as many as a dozen fights going on 
at the same time. 

There was no general cause for the 
fighting except the whisky that was 


_turned loose among the negroes. This was 


sold openly by the drink, by negroes who 
carried a large supply out in jugs and kegs. . 

Along towards 3 o’clock,the fighting became 
so serious that the authorities were called 


upon. 

Messlial Caldwell, of West End, with a 
deputy, went to the picnic grounds, but they 
were unable to break up therow. At 4 o’clock, 
telephone messages began coming in to police 
headquarters for assistance. 

SHERIFF THOMAS NOTIFIED. 

Chief Connolly had uo jurisdiction in the 
district outside the city, but im- 
mediately upon receiving notice of the riot, 
sent Special Officer Ivey to Sheriff Thomas, 
notifying him of the message received from 
the telephone station at Westview cemetery. 

While the messenger was gone to the 
sheriff’s oftice another appeal for heip was sent 
in from West End. 

Sheriff Thomas at once communicated with 
the parties who had sent the request for assist- 
anee from Westview cemetery, but being in- 
formed that everything was quiet, decided not 
to send any men out. 

SOME OF THE WOUNDED. 

Sergeant Mike White, of the mounted police 
force, was on Peters street at the police limits 
at the time of the fighting, expecting to be 
ordered with his men to the scene. 

Sergeant White gives the following as a 
partial list of the wounded negroes: 

Joe Elliott, shot in three places, 

Emanuel Mosley, finger shot off. 

John Brown, shot in the stomach. He is 
seriously hurt, and will probably die. 

Joe Pulliam, eut badlyin the face, and his 
jaw broke. 

John Margell, cut seriously about the body. 

John Smith, also cutand stabbed danger- 
ously. 

There are a dozen or more reported to have 
been badly injured by shooting or cutting, but 
the police were unable to get their names or 
the nature of their wounds last night. 

Besides the men, three women were cut and 
bruiised up in the fighting.] 

Just what particular negro did any partie- 
ular cutting nobody knows. The fighters were 
drunk and so far as can be learned there 
was no special cause at the 
bottom of the row, except bad negroes made 
worse by mean whisky. ; 

Pistols and knives were flourished recklessly, 
and those of the negroes who were peaceably 
inclined were totally powerless to prevent the 
fights as they broke out or progressed. The 
fighters were in no way connected with the 
association, so the members claim.
